1 Short title and commencement.— -(1) These rules may be called the .DeJM 
Adm.mistfatiOft (Elections to Interim Metropolitan Coun'dll)" Rules, liBc! 

(2) They shall come into force at once

I'd) ‘electorate” means the electorate referred ‘o in sub-section (1) of

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(e) “Form” means a form annexed to these rules; 

(t) “Official Gazette” means the Official Gazette of Delhi; 

(g) "returning officer” includes an assistant retui-mng officer i)erforininB 

any function which he is authorised to perform under rule 4; 

(h) "section” means a section of. the Act. 

Chapter II —Election of Members for the Interim Metropolitan Conncn^ 

3. Election of members —Forty-two persons shall be elected by an electorate 
consisting of members of the electoral college lor Delhi constituted under section 
2^A of the Representation of the People Act, 1950 (43 of 1950). 

Chapter III —Appointnment of Returning Officers And Nomination of Candidates 

4. Retamlng officer and tala asdatante. —(l) Thp Chief Electoral Officer of 
Delhi shall be the rpturuning officer for the election. 

(2) The Election Commission may appoint one or more persons, being offleera 
of ^vernment, to assist the returning officer in the perfoimance of his functions 
imder these rules. 

(3) Every assistant returning .officer appointed under sub-rule (2) shall be 
competent to perform all or any of the functions of the returning officer, 

5. Notlflcation for election and appointment of dates for nominations, etc. — 

As soon as may be after the commencement of these rules, the Election Com¬ 
mission shad, by notification In the Official Gazette, call upon the electorate to 
elect forty-two members before such date aS may be specified in the noti¬ 
fication and shall also, by that notification, appoint— 

(a) the last date for making nominations, 

(b) the date lor the scrutiny of nominations, 

(c) the last date for the withdrawal of candidatures, and 

(d) the date on which a poll shall, if necessary, be taken, 

which dates shall respectively be the seventh day, the eighth day, the nintlL 
day and the fourteenth day after the date of publication of the notification. 

6. Notice of Intended election and list of electors, —(1) On the issue of a noti¬ 
fication under rule 5 the returning officer shall give public notice of the intended 
election in Form 1 and cause to be published m such manner, in such language 
or languages, and at such places, as the Election Commission may direct, 

(2) The returning officer shall also prepare hi triplicate a list of the electors 
entitled tjf vote at the election, send one copy to the Election Commission and 
cause iui(^h|r copy to be affixed in a conspicuous place in his office 

Y. Nomlaation of candidates. —^Any person may be nominated a.s a candidate 
for election under these rules if he is qualified under the relevant provisions 
of the Constitution, the Act and these rules. 

0. Presentation of nomination papers, — (1) On oj before the date appointea 
unuder clause (a) of rule 5, each candidate shall, either in person or by his 
proposer, between the hours of eleven o’clock in the forenoon and three o’clock 
m the afternoon deliver to the returning officer at the place specified in this 
behalf in the notice Issued under rule 6 a nomination paper completed in Form 
2 and signed by the candidate and by his proposer who shall be a person en¬ 
titled to vote at the election to which the nomination relates. 

(2) Any nomination paper which is not received before three o’clock in the 
afternoon on the last date appointed under clause (a) of rule 5 shall be rejected. 

(3) Nothing in this rule shall prevent any candidate from being nominated 
through more than one nomination paper for the same election 
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S. Procedure on receipt ol aominatiini popeiib—On the presentatloo of a 

nomination paper, the returning officer 8hall~ 

(a) sign thereon a certifleate stating the date and the time of presentation 

of the nomination paper and enter thereon its serial number; 

(b) Inform the person presenting the nomination paper of the date, time 

and place fixed for the scrutiny of nominations; and 

(c) cause to be affixed in some conspicuous place in his office a copy of 

the nomination paper as certifled and numbered under clause (a) of 
this rule. 

10. Scrutiny of nominations.—(1) The candidates, one proposer for eadi 
candidate and one other person duly authorised in writing by each candidate, 
shall be entitled to be present at the time of scrutiny of nominations; ana the 
retuTuning officer shall give them hll reasonable facilities for exajnlnlnfi the 
nomination papers of all candidates which have been delivered within the tune 
and In the manner laid down In ruleS. 

(2) The returning officer shall then examine the nomination papers and de¬ 
cide all objections which may be made to any of them. 

(3) The returning officer, may, either on such ohj^lon or

36 Transfer when to be discontinued- If as a result of the transfer of papers, 
the value of the votes obtained by a candidate is oqual to or greator tiian the 
quota the count then proceedmg shalbbe comoleteii but no furtner papiis shall 
be transferred to him. 

37. PUJiilB the iftst vafsdncies.—(IJ When at thp end Of the hRttjpfef 

of continuing candidates is reduced to th^ pumbW »f vffdahetfi^ rhmalnlnt unfljlpa, 
the continuing candidates shall be docIAr^^ elUct&d 
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(2'> When at the end ol any count only one vacancy remain'i unfilled and the 
value'of papers ol some one candidate exceeds a total value of all the other con¬ 
tinuing candidates together with any surplus not transferred that candidate shall 
be declared elected. 

(3) When at the end of any count only one vacancy/ remains unfilled and there 
are only two continuing candidates'and each of them has the same value of votes 
and no surplus remains capable of transfer, the returning officer shall decide by 
lot which of them shall be first excluded- and after the exclusion of one of the 
candidates in the manner aforesaid the other candidate shall be declared elected. 

38. Recounting-.—The returning officer may at the instance of any candidate 
■or of the authorised representative of a candidate in the absence of that candidate, 
re-count votes whether once or more than once, when the returning officer is not 
jsatisfled as to the accuracy of any previous count: 

Prqvided that nothmg in this rule shall make it obligatorii on the returning 
officer to re-count the same votes more than once. 

S'!. Declaration of results—^When the counting of votes has been completed, 
the returning officer shall forthwith; — 


(a) declare the result of the election to those present; 

(b) prepare and certify a return of the election in Form 5; and 

fc) seal up in separate packets the valid ballot papers and the rejected 
ballot papers and record on each such packet a description of its 
contents. 


40. Report of the result. —(1) As soon as may be after the result of an election 
has been declared the returning officer shall report the result to the Election 
Commission. 

(2) The Election Commission on receipt of such report shall cause to be pub¬ 
lished in the Official Gazette the declarations containing the names of the elected 
candidates. 

(3) The returning officer shall, after reporting the result of the election unde¬ 
sub-rule (1). forward a certified return to the Election Commission. 

Chapter VI — Miscellaneous 

41. Custody of ballot boxes and election papers.—All ballot boxes used at an 
election under these rules and the packets of ballot papers and all other papers 
relating to the election shall, after the election, be kept in such custody as the 
Election Commission mav direct. 

42. Disposal of election papers,—AH ballot papers and other paper^ relating 
to an election .shall be destroyed after such period as the Election ComrnisSion may 
fix in this behalf 

43. Disputes regarding election. —In the event of any dispute arising out of 
any election held under these rules, the provisions of Part VI and Part VII of the 
Representation of the People Act, 1951 (43 of 1951) shall, so far as may be, apply 
in relation to the decision of such dispute as they apply in relation to the decision 
of any dispute arising out of the election of a member of a Legislative Co-incil 
held under the said Act- 

Provided that in such application— 

(a) anv reference in the said provisions to the candidate’s agent ihail be 

construed as a reference to the candidate’s authorised representative; 

and 

(b) the explanation below clause (7) of section 123 of the said Act shall 

be deemed to have been omitted.
